MEMORANDUM TO THE HEADS OF ALL DEPARTMENTS AND 
AGENCIES IN THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH OF THE GOVERNMENT 

To achieve fully the objectives sought by the reporting 
requirements of Public Law 725, 83d Congress, 2d Session (5 USC 

I 

311a), and the responsibilities of this Department detailed in the 
Act, I feel it appropriate to communicate periodically with all in- 
terested Departments and Agencies concerning the provisions of the 
measure, I invite your attention again to the terms of the Act and 
the continuing importance of reporting timely all complaints to this 
Department. 

As you know, this statute directs the head of every 
Department and Agency to report promptly to the Attorney General 
information, allegations or complaints relating to violations of 
Title .18, United States Code by officers and employees of the Govern- 
ment unless exempted by the terms of the statute or unless otherwise 
directed by the Attorney General, While not minimizing other offenses 
in Title 18, it was urged that special emphasis be placed on those 
offenses relating to fraud on the Government, misappropriation, 
robbery or theft of Government property or funds, misfeasance or 
malfeasance in office and other transgressions of a similar nature. 
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Being always alert to the responsibilities of this 
enactment will insure continued prompt investigation and prosecu 
tion and thus serve to maintain high standards of integrity in 
government operations.
